Cleveland, O., April 20.—At the con- 


clusion of a meeting of the trustees 
who have had charge of the affairs of 
the Everett-Moore syndicate for two 
years or more.

Japs to Raise Another Loan. 


Washington, April 20.—It is learned 


here that the Japanese government is 
about to raise another domestic loan 
of >50,000,000, and the fact that this 
follows so quickly on the fourth do- 
mestic loan and the issue of the $150,- 
000,000 foreign loan in London and 
New York has led to an explanation 
from official sources designed to cor- 
rect any misapprehension 
This is to 


the effect that the projected loan is 
part of the whole general scheme of 
war expenditures, estimated at $390,- | 
000,000, appropriated for by the Jap- j 
anese parliament in the budget for 
the fiscal year, and the new loan also 
has been arranged for by the agree- 
ment with the bankers made last 
March to supply $100,000,000. 


Attempt to Cut Railroad. 


Harbin, April 20.—There was a de- 


termined attempt on the night of 
April 17 to cut the railroad between 
Harbin and Vladivostok, a formidable 
body of Chinese bandits making an 
attack near the station of'Imyanpo, 
100 milee east of Harbin. 
After a 


desperate fight, which lasted several 
hours, the bandits were driven off 
and dlepereed. Many smaller compa- 
nies of Chinese bandits are roving in 
the rear of the Russian army, but dis- 
appear when pursued. It is thought

The baseball season 1« on in full 


«wiug. In the major leagues the varl- 
>ii* teams are paying in 4su^ excel- 
lent form, with some few exertions, 
a* to cause wonder concerning the 
duration of this happy state of affairs. 


To tue trained observer it seems evi- 


dent that a majority of the American 
and National league teams are play- 
ing better ball at present than was 
ever known before at this early stage 
of the season. Of course southern, 
training trips are responsible for good 
form In opening contests, but the teams 
particularly' noticed in this respect 
have^been for years in the habit of 
training in the south. Clearly some

At Peace, but Net Primd*. 


Therefore it appears to the writer 


that the principle reason for the notice- 
able improvement iu early ball playing 
this year is the universal spirit of 
peaeefuluesa—outward, afc least-^that 
permeates the green diamond arena. 
Although the National and American 
leagues are at peace, it is by no means 
asserted that ihey are friends. They 
will never be friends, but the dictators, 
realizing the deplorable accompani- 
ments pf internecine warfare, are will- 
ing to compromise and be nice, good 
little boys. This peaceful atmosphere 
places the players before the public as

The idea of inoculating tbe soil with

REPRESENTATIONS 


On the Part of Japan to the Frendh 


Government. 


Paris, April 21.—Japanese Minister 


Motono called upon Foreign Minister 
Delcasse and submitted representa- 
tions on behalf of the Japanese con- 
cerning the presence of the Russian 
Paciflc squadron in Kamranh bay. 
Foreign Minister Delcasse respond- 
ed to the representations of the Jap- 
anese minister by pointing »ut the 
precautions heretofore taken to pi - 
serve neutrality, and the special in- 
structions recently sent to the gover- 
nor general of Indo-Cliina concerning 
continued care to preserve neutrality. 
M. Delcasso's assurance sought to al- 
lay the 
apprehensions ol Japan, 


which, he maintained, had not been 
justified by any specific facts. 


It remains for Tokyo, to which the 


French reply was sent, to say wheth- 
er the assurances are considered suffi- 
cient. The opinion prevails here that 
M. Delcasse's answer is of a nature 
to avert serious complications. How- 
ever, the attitude of Socialist deputies 
promises to bring up the entire ques- 
tion before the chamber. M Pres- 
sense, one of Jaure's chief lieuten- 
aats, has given notice of his intention 
to question the government on the 
presence of the Russian squadron in 
Indo-Chinese waters. 
He holds that 


neutrality ha« not been observed with 
sufficient vigor, and will ask the gov- 
ernment to acquaint the chamber 
with the precise instructions given 
the Indo-Chinese authorities and also 
whether 
Admiral 
Rojestvensky's 


squadron has or has not left Kamranh 
bay. 
The Socialist movement follows 


the general 
sentiment in Socialist 


quarters against the Franco-Russian 
alliance. 


Awaiting Nebogatoff's Squadron. 
London, April 21—Although the in- 


formation has been cabled from Sai- 
gon, 
Frenc'r Cochin China, that Ad- 


miral Jonquieres, who went to Kam- 
ranh bay in order to assure the ob- 
servance of French neutrality by the 
Russian Pacific 
squadron, has re- 


turned to his flagship at Saigon, the 
dispatch conveys no information as to 
whether or not Rojestvensky's ships 
are still in Kamranh. Neither is 
there any definite news regarding the 
word of Vice Admiral Nebogatoff's 
division of the squadron. Whilst the 
French report that he had reached 
tae Sunda straits is not believed, on 
account of the condition of his ves- 
sels, it is considered 
within the 


bounds of possibility that Rojestvcn- 
sky'a lingering in Kamranh bay may 
be due to the fact that Nebogatoff will 
soon join him.

Immedi- 
ately following the explosion the tip- 
ples took fire and were soon a mass 
of flames. Nine men were still with- 
in the mine-when the explosion oc- 
curred. Of these four by sheer pluck 
and courage managed to extricate 
themselves from the flying debris and 
reached safety with the assistance of 
friends. 
Three of the number were 


so badly injured that they are not ex- 
pected to live. 
The remaining five 


men are still entombed. It is believed 
that these men are dead, as they were 
at least 2,000 feet below the surface 
when the explosion took place.
